'Bender joined the Athletics in 
1903. At that time his salary was 
only about $2,000, but during the 
years that followed be was con- 
tinually boosted. At the time he 
was let out by Connie Slack _he 
was drawing something like $7,500 
per year. Bender was with the 
Athletics twelve years and during 
that time his average salary was 
»round $4,500. 
- 


By process of mathematics one 


arrives at the conclusion that Ben- 
der, over a twelve-year stretch, 
drew down $54,000 in salary. In 
addition to that he shared in five 
world series splits. That netted 
him a total of $11,754.. During 
part of the 1915 season Bender 
was with the Baltimore Feds aud 
got from them $6,000 of his $7,500 
salary. 
In other 
words, 
Bender has 


gathered unto himself since 190o 
the sum total of $71,734 for base- 
balling, and probably $8,000 more 
in "side issues," such as newspa- 
per -writing. That makes Ben- 
der's average income for thirteen 
years about $6,000.
